losses resulting from the nationalization, expropriation.,.
intervention or other taking of, or Specia.l measures
directed against, property including any rights or inter-
ests therein owned wholly or partially, directly or
directly at the time by nationals of the United States.              ’...’..

Section 502(3) of the Act provides:.

est including any leasehold interest, and debtsowed by
the Government of Cuba or by enterprises which have been
nationalized., expropriated, intervened, or taken by-the
Government of Cuba and debts which arena charge onprop- ¯ ¯

erty which hss been nationslized, exp;o.pristed, intervened,
or taken by the Government of Cuba.
